ELECTRICITY IN PEEC. 

Tests to Potermlno the Practicability of tho 
Electric Locomotive. 

Philadelphia, Sept. II. — A roprosenta- 
tivo from tho Baldwin Locomotlvo Works, 
with an export olootrlolan from tho West- 
inghouae company, togothor with Sir Henry 
Tylor, ex preaideub of tho Grank Trunk 
railway, will depart to morrow for Poru, 
where it is Baid a toot of tho possibility and 
feasibility of tho electrlo locomotive is to ho 
made upon a railroad 1,500 foet above tho 
bou lovol. Sir Honry Tylor has boon in the 
city several days In eonforonco with mom- 
bors of tho Baldwin Grin. It was decided 
last night to make tho oxporimont and to- 
morrow tho party leaves for South Amorlus,. 
Tho namo of tho oompany proposing to do 
tho work cannot be loarnod. It is said that 
should tho report of tho Baldwin- Westing, 
house exports bo favorable It will probably 
lead to tho plaoing of tho first largo order 
for oleotrio locomotives, Tho Baldwin oom- 
pany la to bo ropresontod by Arthur Church 
of thiB city, and J. Blunt of Pittsburg will 
look aftor the intorosts of tho Woetlnghouee 
oompaDy.

"DEFENDER" AND "VALKYRIE" 



Decision Given Against the British 
Champion— The Boats Will 
Eace To day. 



Lord Dnnraven'a Ambition— He Will 
Certainly Be on Hand to Try 
Conclusions. 



Nkw York, Sept. 11.— At 4:40 the 
America's oup oommitteo gave its doolsion 
on tho protoat of tho Dofonder agolnat tho 
Valkyrie's action in yeBtorday'a race. Tho 
dooielon sustains the Defender's protest and 
awardB tho race to tho American boat. Tho 
lotter of tho rogatta committee sustaining 
the protest is as follows : 

" New York Yaoht Club, Sopt. 11, 1895 
C. Oliver Isolin, Esq. Dear Sir,— Wo bog to 
aokncwlodgo tho recolpt of your lotter of 
yoatorduy, protesting tho Valkyrlo. We 
havo tho mattor under our oaroful considera- 
tion and boliovo that tho foul occurred 
through tho miscalculation of the 
distance botwoon the two yaohts at a 
critical moment. From our observa- 
tion, sustained by that of others 
who were in a good position to see, wo find 
that tho Valkyrie, in contravention of sec- 
tion 2 of raoing rule 16, b to down upon the 
Dofendor and fouled hor by the swing other 
mast boom whon luffing to straighten her 
Course, Wo also consider that the Do- 
fondor allowed tho Valkyrie sufllaiont room 
to windward to pass clear of tho committee 
beat. Your protest ia theroforo austainod." 

It was nearly o'clook this evening when 
the following waa posted upon tho bullotin 
board at tho Now York yaoht olub house. 
" Now York Yaoht Club, Sept. 11, 1895. 
To tho membora of tha New York yaoht 
olub. — Your committoo beg to atato that 
beforo arriving at a decision on tho Defend- 
er's protest they endeavored to bring about 
a mutual agreemonb botwoon the respective 
yaohtB to ro-Baii yeBtc-rdiiy's race, but eaoh 
preferred that tho committee should pass 
judgment on tho protoat. Regatta Com- 
mittee, N.Y, Y.C." 

Tho races for the America's cup of 1895 
will remain in history as tho most exciting 
thab ever took place up to dato. A larger 
Hoot of excursion boats and a greater num- 
ber of people witnessed the two racoo thab 
havo come off than ever before gathered to 
nee a race. Tho interest waa further shown 
by tho ovor anxiety of tho captains of 
several boats to allow their passengers to 
remain closo to the racerB and thereby In- 
commode tbo contestants. It is true, that 
thoro haa not boon very muoh betting on 
the event, bub there waa too much un- 
certainty on both sides and after one trial 
tbo friends of tho yacht thab was beaten 
demanded too groat odds 

At no timo since the Valkyrio arrived in 
this oountry has the exoitemont approaohod 
the degree to which lb rose to-day, excepting 
the 1 times when the winner had orosBed tho 
finish line or rounded a mark, Tho unfor- 
tunate collision of yeBterday and its attend- 
ant incidents havo kept the public in a fever, 
so to apeak. Everybody was anxioua to 
know what the rogatta committee of the 
N.Y. Y.C. would do about tho Defender's 
protest, and having loarnod that tho deci- 
sion was in tho Defender's favor, they were 
further stirred up by a further reporb that 
Lord Dunraveo, considering that ho had 
been unjustly treated, had determined to 
withdraw hia boat and go home without an- 
other raoo. That the English party hold 
tho sincere opinion that they have been 
badly treated there can bo no doubt. 

If any testimony on this point was need- 
ed, it could havo been found to-night ovor in 
tho Krio basin, where the two yachts wore 
being measurod for tho third time undor the 
olootric lights. Tho feeling botwoon the 
reapootive crowa of tho two vessels mani- 
fested Itsolf in various ways, Lord Dun 
ravon's friends and advisers on the City of 
Bridgeport, tho Valkyrie's tender, wero all 
curb in mannor and res', rvod in word. Thoy 
soomod to desiro to let their American Cill- 
ers know that they wore deeply hurt. 

Itmightbo mentioned ineldontally that ono 
of tho things done to lighten thoValkyiie 
was to remove the eighteen pigs of load that 
woro taken aboard of hor on tho day beforo 
the first race. ThiB load weighed in tho 
neighborhood of a ton. Tho excitement 
among yachtsmen waa at fever heat all day. 
Everybody had an opinion to express. Most 
persons uphold tho committee from 
patriotic motives, if nothing elae 
Thorn wore a good many, how- 
over, who championed tho Vulkyrie 
and hor cauao. There were othors who 
thought tho committoo ahoukl havo given 
tho raoo to tho Valkyrio beoiuao tho Do- 
fonder had boaten her anyhow, and a vor- 
dlob favorablo to tho Englishman would havo 
had no other effect than to make ono moro 
race neoossary. Lord Dunraven has Bhown 
in this caso that ho is not tho quitter thab 
some persons havo tried to make him out to 
bo, saying to night, at bho Waldorf hotol, 
thab ho would cortalnly be on hand to raoe 
to-morrow. 

For a long timo Commodore Arthur Glen- 
nie, who has gained tho reputation since ho 
has boon on thiB sido of being a gonial and 
exceptionally morry follow, refused to give 
tho newspapers tho slighteBb hope that thero 
might bo a roco to-morrow. Ho would only 
say thab ho waa waiting for orders 
from Lord Dunraven. Ho did warm up 
trifio, howovor, about 3 o'clook, and 
admlttod that tho Valkyrio would start to- 
morrow certainly. ThiB faot had|beon dis- 
counted before Mr. Glonnie's admission be- 
oauao of the prosonco of Measurer Hyalop, 
tho general activity of tho Valkyrie's aailora 
and the vory plain purpose of tho English 
boat's managers to lighten her and thus do- 
oreaso the load water lino length. 

The Yachting World will say: "Two 
raoes havo boen loBt, ono actually and tho 
second virtually. Whatevor may be the 
vordlcb about tho result wo cannot possibly 
doubt that tho Dofonder was tho moral via- 
tor. Wo must console ourselves by admit- 
ting that tho Herroajhoff boat is oxooption. 
ally well adaptod for its purpose. 

It Is stated hero that after dinner on 
Monday night Lord Dunraven callod the 
captain and tho crew of tho Valkyrio to- 
gether and sold : " vVhlle 1 feel satisfied 
thab overy man will do his duty," I am 
anxious to onoourage you to exerb yourselves 
bo the utmost to win tho remaining races of 
the sorics. With thab end in flow, I desire 
bo Bay that If tbo oup goos back to England 
by reason of your seamanship, I will pen- 
sion every man for life, and pay eaoh of you 
30 shillings a week as long as eaoh one of 
yon lives. Tho 28 men of the orew broke 



out into cheers for Lord Dunraven, who 
again impressed them with his ambition to 
gain a viotory, and retired. The men after- 
wards held an informal meeting and discuss- 
ed tho offer. Ib is tho ambition of Lord 
Dunraven's life to plaoo in the hands of tho 
Queen the trophy that passed out of the 
posaeaaion of Great Britain into thab of ore 
of her formor dependenclea nearly half a 
oontury ago, 



CAPITAL NOTES, 



THE YACHT EACE. 

Opinions In Hegard to the Outcome-A Gen- 
erous ami Sportsmanlike Spirit. 

London, Sopt. 11. — Tho evening papora 
bo-day exhibit a gonorouB and aportamanliko 
spirit in commenting upon tho outoomo of 
tho aocood raoo of the serlos botwoon tho 
Valkyrio and the Dafondor for tho America's 
cup, and all oxpross the wish thab iho race 
bo nob given to Valkyrio III on a technical- 
ity, or as tho result of an uccidonb. Tho 
same spirit characterizes the talk among 
yaohtsmon. Tho fear ia expressed that the 
oxcollent showing made by tho Defender in 
hor crippled condition haa practically sot- 
tied the oonboat againab bho Bribish yacht. 

Tho Sun says : " Thoro is so very little 
true Bportsmanliko feeling in Amerioa that 
yeBtorday'a oheoring of tho winner is charm- 
ing." 

The Evoning Nowb says : " Englishmen 
cannot stomach victory tainted with an un- 
fair condition and would rather see the 
Valkyrie return homo without a single raoo 
than Hying u fhg unfairly earned." 

The Star says : " Neither Lord Dunraven 
nor any other Eogliahman would wish to 
receive an advantage by mlBhap. From yes- 
terday's raoo it Boema olear we cannot gain 
tho oup this year." 

The Pall Mall Gazotto says : " If the 
Defender waa put ob a diBadvantago by tho 
acoidenb, we shall find little satisfaction if 
tho decision favora tho Valkyrie." 

The St. Jamoa Gazette : " Ib ia a good 
bhlng tho raoo waa not Bailed here; It might 
bo diflioulb to perauade Amcrioana lb waa a 
mere aocident. If the Defender waa on tho 
porb tack, the invariable rulo thatporb vea- 
eolsglve way was nob followed," 

Tho Chroniolo saya of tho raoe : " We 
oannob consider ib a olear win and ib will 
alwaya be open to tho Americans to Bay it 
was not a fair win ; and we are sure that 
Lord Dunraven would rathor sail lb ovor 
again bhan havo thab believed by the west- 
ern world. Lino for lino, despite tho aoci- 
dent, tho Defender showed horaeif to be the 
faster boat." 

Tho Times, in its comments, says : 
" Everybody will deeply regreb the acci- 
dent. Whatever the technicalities of the 
mattor, the accounts seem to show that the 
Defender sailed In a more or less 
crippled condition, The viotory, there- 
fore, if awarded, will nob bo one 
upon whioh we can look with satis- 
faction. If no mishap had occurred, the 
situation would have been almost ideal from 
the standpoint of all who love aport. Whab 
we would all wish would bo to see tho re- 
maining raoes won alternately and the 
whole contest decided by a neck and nook 
finish in consequence. This disposition on 
both sides is only an example, as applied to 
sports, of that inborn genorosity and love of 
fair play which come down to both nations 
alike from common anoestors. Englishmen 
wish to boo Lord Dunraven bring tho oup, 
but tho laab thing they would doairo would 
be to see it gained by a technicality. ThiB 
sentiment, wo are sure, is fully understood 
and sympathised with by the Americans.'

Diok Gallop, of Balfour, left Kaslo on 
Saturday for the President, a claim near 
Haueer lake, on whioh ho ia working. 

Lane Gilliam's paok-train of 20 animals ia 
pocking a two-carload shipment of oro from 
the P. E. Lee mine to Throe ForkB. The 
output of the mine is now averaging about 
three tons a day. 

The four and one-half tons of ore from the 
JdW, on Hall creek, 12 milea south of Nel- 
son, has been run through the Poorman mill, 
and the yield waa satisfactory to the owners. 
About §100 a ton In free gold was saved and 
tho sulphurota assay over §000 to the ton. 

Jack Malono and his partners have a car- 
load of ore from their Rover orook olaim 
ready for shipment. It waa paoked four 
miles to the Columbia & Kootenay railway 
»l a point near Ward's orossing. Tho ore is 
a zinc blendo and asBaya from 133 to 804 
ounces Bilver to the ton. 

Fully 500 men aro employed in and about 
the minea in Slooan diatrioti, and that num- 
be- will bo doubled onoo the railwaya^now 
under construction to Sandon are oomplete'd. 
lb. re are alao a number of tramways talked 
of, and some of them are sure to hi built. 
One' concentrator is in operation, the site 
for another is being oloared and othora are 
likely to be built in the noar future. 

There are ton mon working on the Payne 
mine, in Slocan diatriot, aaokiog carbonatea 
en i getting things in shapo for the winter. 

John Maglnty and John Connors claim 
they have another Crown Point in the Yel- 
low Copper, whloh has a vein 15 feet wide, 
the surface ore assaying as high as did that 
from tho Crown Point on the surface. 

The Three Forks concentrator la running 
lo Its full capacity on tho ores of the Alamo 
»nd Yakima groups and the Cumberland. 
Tho introduction of wator power has effect- 
ed a conaidorable saving lu tho running of 
ihe mill. Some extra boarding will bo put 
upon the flumo to increase tho volume of 
water passing through it during the winter, 
and a number of safety-gates added to pre- 
vent tho bank from sluioing in case of acci- 
dents. 

Work was commenced this week on the 
Nohon & Fort Sheppard railway at Fivo- 
milo point.

Engineers are locating a spur from tho 
Columbia & Kootonay railway to tho mouth 
of Kootonay river, a distance of less than a 
anile. Itj is the intention to operate tho 
Colombia & Kootonay this winter, as tho 
traflia botween Nelson and Trail Crook dis- 
trict warrants it. 



NANAIMU'S COURT HOUSE. 

A Commodious and Handsome .Structure— Its 
Erection Rapidly Progressing. 

Tho Nanaimo Froo Proas saya : Work on 
iho now court houao ia activoly progressing 
sindor tho ablo supervision of Moaara. Brad- 
bury & Hurst, tho oontraotora. Tho build- 
ing 1b of Btono, with a granite baaomont. The 
atono camo from Protection Island quarry 
and is of exceptionally good quality. Tho 
dimensions of tho building will bo 61x66 foot 
on the ground and 40 foot high at the high- 
eat point of the roof, though tho apex of the 
tower will bo about 05 foot from tho level. 
The architectural doslgn ia compoeito in 
character, tho olomont of convenience hav- 
ing been takon into consideration by the 
architect, Mr. Rattonbury. 

The main walla aro rock facod aahlar in 
courses, and the angles, boiag rounded, loud 
a massive appearance to tho completed 
ltrocturo. Thoro will bo two towors at 
each corner of tho front with hoights as 
stated above. Tho roofs will be slated, and 
the bulk of tho metal work will bo In copper. 
Tho court room and upper rooms will 
be finished in hard wood. The court room 
roof is an open one, tastefully ornamented 
with square turned columns and [lutings. 
The panolllng will also bo in hard 
wood, and tho rest of tho fittings will corro- 
ipond. Tho room Itself will measure 30x33 
and run to a maximum height of 24 feet. 
The ground floor is to bo divided into oillcas 
lor the assessor, collector, government agent, 
»bgi«trar, shoriff and tho Inapoctor of mineB, 
Thoro aro aleo two firoproof valuta and two 
cells on tho samo floor. 

The principal ontranco to tho Hocond floor 
is by a fino flight of granite stops at tho 
rear, running from a grado on Chapel street. 
Tho law room ooauplos the contro of tho 
.building and to tho hit aro tho judges' 
rooms, to tho right tho potlt jury room and 
the barrlstora' rooms, all opening into tho 
court room. The roar portion of tho build- 



ing rune up three Btorios, the grand jury 
room and an ante room being situated on 
the third floor, the approach to whioh 1b at 
the rear of the court room on the same floor, 
Tho grounds will be terraced and laid out 
with grass and flower bedB. Tho location ia 
all that could be deslrod. It commands a 
splondid view of the harbor and occupies an 
advantageous position. 



THE CITY MARKETS. 

The Meat Market and the Outlook-Quietness 
In the Fruit Trade. 

In Borne lines there haa been a slight fall- 
ing off in trade during the paat week. This 
ia tho case in the fruit market, and it ia ao 
counted for through the rooont cool weather, 
whioh always haB an offeot on the sale of 
fruit. The condition of tho market other- 
wise ia unohanged and quotations havo been 
Bloady. A larger variety of fruits than ia 
available ab present will bo afforded iu the 
next fow days, in whioh time tho Auatralian 
steamor will have arrived. Eggs uro a till 
on tho rise in price, bub other morketables 
are about as usual. Grain morohanto and 
others aro expecting a busy time next week 
whon tho agricultural show takes place. 
Thon thoro will be a largo number of farmers 
in town, many of whom will bring in orti 
olee of produce for ealo. Now whoat is ex- 
peotod to come in at almost any timo. 
Chore is a slight ecarcity in middlings, but 
it ia not sufficient to affect price. The 
moat markob is ateady, and the prospeots 
that this will continue throughout the win 
tor aro good. Sufficient foed has been raised 
in tho upper country to bring stock through 
a aovoro winter, thus assuring a good local 
supply of moats. This is in contrast to tho 
proBpoots in Orogon, whoro dearth has pre- 
vailed during tho summer.

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DURRANT'S TRIAL. , 

The Undine of tho Clothing of Blanche 
lamont— Its Iilontlllcatlon by Her Aunt— 
What thu Prisoner Said to Her. 

San Francisco, Sept. 11. — Tho Durrant 
trial oponod yesterday after throe days' rest. 
Une witnoBBoa wore all of tho aoarching 
party when tho garments of Blanche Lamont 
were discovered concealed in nooks and 
orannies of the belfry of Emanuol church. 

E. F. Samba, epcoial oificer, searched 
Emannel ahuroh for the olothing of Blancho 
Lamont, and found on April 14 a glove 
rolled np and turned inside out, a blaok 
stocking and various pioooB of underwear 
whioh were identified and admitted in evi 
denoe. In the cross-examination defend 
ant's attorneys tried to show by witness 
that the hunt for the garments of the mur- 
dered girl had been very looiely conducted 
A stream of people, witneeB waB clurged 
with Biyingprlvately, had bconpaasing Inand 
out all diy. Witnosa waa aaked if he hud not 
aaid to a frlond that the dotootives had been 
very careless in tho search and had allowed 
outsiders to oome and go as they pleased in 
the churoh while tho polico wero looking for 
evidence Witness said ho did not remem- 
ber. 

Other witnoBBes testified as to rinding 
other artioloB. 

John T. Dare, prosecuting attorney of 
police court No. 3, testified that under the 
head of BUuoho Lamont's body, us it lay in 
tho bolfry, hud boon placed two blocks of 
wood such as are common in dissecting 
rooms. Aakud if ho discerned any marks or 
footprints when tho body was found, Dare 
Bald that tho placo looked as if tho body had 
been used us u swoop, and as if it had been 
dragged about tho room, which was untidy 
and dusty. 

Tho most important witness of tho diy 
was Mrs. C. G. Noble, ll'ancho Lamoni/a 
aunt. Tho district attorney's questions 
drew from hor that sho hid seen Durrant 
bub twioe, once whin he came to the door 
with Blancho Lamont, and once when he 
called with his sister to gob Blancho to go 
to a concert. Next she told how on the 
morning of April 3 Blanche started to 
school, her hooka on her arm, and how Bhe 
never returned. Sho described the clothes 
the girl wore. Tho district attorney 
brought oub in fronb of the witness tho 
dressmaker's dummy with tho born clothing 
on lb. At once bhe intorosb intensified. 
Dickinson and Douprey fidgotod, and then 
rose together. They protested against bhe 
use of the dummy. They aBked bhab the 
clothing be stripped from ib. " We will 
allow tho garments bo remain just as bhey 
are," grumbled Judge Murphy, and bhe 
defenoe noted an exception. 

" MrB. Noble, I oall your attention to 
bhese garments," aaid Mr. Barnes impros- 
aively. " What garments are they ? " 

" Tho dresB Blanoho wore when aho loft 
my houBO ou April 3." 

" I call your atlontion to this skirt — waa 
it bo torn then ?" 

" No sir." 

" I oall your attention to this rent In the 
baeque, and ask you If that ronb waa in the 
basque when Blanche Lamont left your 
house on April 3 V 

" It waB not." 

Mrs. Noble identified most of the clothing 
found in tho ohurch as belonging bo Blanche 
Lamont. Then came the girl's rings, whioh 
had been sent back to her before the finding 
of tho body. 

" Did you ever see Blanche Lamont after 
April 3 ?" asked Mr. Barnes. 

" I never saw her again alive," replied the 
»itnoaa sorrowfully. 

"On that day did you see this defend- 
ant" 

"I did." 

From this MrB. Noble told how Durranb 
had come to her that evening at Emanuel 
churoh and aBked if Blanoho was coming to 
prayer meeting. She did not toll him that 
the girl waa missing, bub aaid she would nob 
be there that night. Then Durrant aaid he 
had ridden down town with her in the morn- 
ing and had promised to get hor a copy of 
" The Nowcomea." 

" Durrant called upon you after thab ?" 

" Yes ; he oalled with Dr. Vogel and 
offered to help Clarence Wolff look for 
Blanohe. Ho aaid he thoughb Wolff could 
go to places the polico did nob know any- 
thing about." 

Mra. Noble was woeping when aho said 
this. Durranb's offer held in it an imputa- 
tion thab tho girl had been led ustray. 

" Did he- ever call upon you again?" 

"No." 

" Ever beforo thab and after Blanoho wqb 
missing ?" 
"No." 

Then came tho ringa again, and tho intro- 
duction of tho newspaper wrapper in which 
the postman had brought thorn homo the 
day boforo tho finding of tho body.

Wo cannot 
Increase the conaumptlon, We oannob com- 
pete with British Columbia, and we must 
rely upon increasing our foreign trade by 
establishing now muikets in China, Japan, 
Australia and elBewhore."

besc alienated. A Benso of injustioe, with 
all the bitter feelings oonneoted thorewith, 
has beau engendered in naturoa naturally 
sensitive and generous. This is tho re- 
sult: of legislating without regard to 
tho facts of the case and of supposing that 
laws will execute themselvea. 

Having diecuBaed the old denominational 
system thoroughly and admitting that it 
was in many roBpoota defective, Prinolpal 
Grant s»ys : ''It soeme to me, then, that 
the Provincial Government made a g 'eat 
mistako in summarily abolishing instead of 
reforming the old system. They have been 
at war ever sinco with tho prejudices, the 
feolinga and tho religious convictions of a 
eeotion of tho population that desorvod to bo 
treated with tho utmost consideration." 
This plain speaking is no doubt most unwel- 
come to tho men who do not admit that tho 
minority havo anything to oomplain of in 
tho matter of education. They emphat 
Ically deny that th6re la a griovanoe, and 
they conaequontly refuao to consider any 
proposition to make the ohangoa in the 
sohool law required by the advo- 
cates of denominational eduoation, no mat 
ter who makoa it or in what form.

AN EDUCATIONIST'S OPINION. 

Tho Toronto Globe of tho 5th inatanb con- 
tains the first of a seriea of lottora from 
Manitoba by Principal Grant. One of the 
topics discussed by tho rovorond gentleman 
ia tho Bchool question. He is an educa- 
tionist and an independent thl nker, and he 
consequently dooa not take a partisan view 
of this exoiting subject. The extrem- 
Csts of both sides will nob like Principal 
Grant's lotter, He does not approve of tho 
mourse pursued by either the Provincial Leg- 
islature or tho Dominion Government. He 
believeB that religion should be taught in 
tho schoola, and he ia deoidedly of opinion 
that Mr. Martin committed a mistake when 
he made so swooping a change as he did in 
the school system of the Province, and 
that the Dominion Government would 
have been wiaor if it had ap- 
proached tho Legialature of Manitoba 
in a gentler and more oonaidorato way than 
it did. Bub, aa he himaelf Bays, " it la easy 
to be wise after the ovent." It ia just pos- 
sible that if the work of either reforming the 
old school ayatem of the Province or of ro- 
dreeaing tho griovanoe of the minority had 
been left in hia banda, he, ablo aa he un- 
doubtedly ia, and politic as he ia known to 
be, would not have done it in a way that 
men uf all creeda and all ehadea of opinion 
would havo to admit to be faultless. 

A goud many will bo no doubb surprised 
to find that Prinolpal Grant does not 
quallfiedly condemn tho system of education 
that was in operation in Manitoba previous 
to 1890. Thia ia what he saya of a ayatem 
that has been bo bitterly spoken againat by 
partisans and politicians : 

Up to 1890, the aohool Byatem in Mani- 
toba waB denominational. Tho Board of 
Jiduoation consisted of two aectiona, one 
embracing the Protestant and tho other tho 
It Jinan C&tholio members. Thoro was a 
superintendent of the Protestant and a 
superintendent of tho Catholio eohools, and 
these two wore the secretaries of the board. 
XJuder thia Byatem the achoola were, in my 
opinion, as well taught and managed aa was 
jpossiblo in the circumatancsa of a Provinco 



THE LOOIO OF FACT. 

It ia amusing to eeo a Canadian journal- 
ist lecturing tho unfortuuate farmers ol 
Great Britain, using the stock arguments of 
the free traders to show that they should 
be in a position to compote with the farm- 
ers in ovory other part of the world. Such 
argumonts niighb be considered plausiblo 
fifty years ago, but exporionco haa shown 
that they uro in these days ufctorly worth- 
less, aud that it is silliness itself to ropoat 
thorn now. Exporionco has Bhown 
that tho British farmor cannot 
compete against tho foreign producer, 
lb 1b futilo to argue against faots. If Eng- 
lish farmora could oompeto with the wheat- 
growers and shoep-raisorR of countries whoro 
land is oheap and fertile, and can produce at 
the minimum of oost, those farmora after 
fifty years' oxperionco would bo able to do 
ao now. But they havo tried, and tried 
hard, and aro compelled now to confess 
failure. Thoy aro undersold in their own 
marketa. Misfortune has come upon them, 
and the Prime Mlniater himaelf is obliged 
to confeaa that they aro in a "disastrous 
condition." Fifty years of froo trade has 
made thorn poor in spite of tho advantages 
over the foreign producer which the free 
traders still oontend they enjoy. According 
to the Canadian free trader British form- 
ers ought to be rioh. Canadian farmers 
aro told that free trade will make 
them rioh. Before they pay any attention 
to free trade promises and predictions let 
them try to find out what fifty years of free 
trade haa done for the British farmer and 
farm laboror. Tho discoveries that thoy 
will then make will convince them that 
there must be Bomothing radioally wrong 
with the reasoning of the advooatos of free 
trade in this country. Tho results, as far 
aa tho farmer is. ooncorned, which free trado 
has produced in Great Britain it will pro- 
duoo in Canada. There can be no doubt of 
it. If fifty years of freo trado havo brought 
British farmers to a " diaaatroua condition " 
it ia not likely that it will act in oxactly tho 
opposite way in Canada. 



HIGH COMMENDATION. 

Tho action of the CorgresD of Tradea 
Unions at Cardiff moots with general ap- 
proval. The Eogliah workingmen showed 
thoirgoodaonae and their deairo to live peaoe- 
ably with tho reBt of tho community when 
thoy threw off tho yoke that tho Socialists 
were trying to force them to boor. The 
Now York Times, ono of the leading nowa- 
papera of this continent, aaya : 

Tho position thus taken by tho really able 
loaders of the trade union movement in Eng- 
land ia of muoh more that passing import- 
anoe. It means not only tho protection of 
the movement from tho windy oratora and 
the ambitiouB agltatora, bub also the em- 
bodiment of a truo representative principle 
in tho oongreaa. It indicotea that the moro 
general and powerful a trado organizUion 
becomes, and the more thoroughly it repro- 
aenta the men employod in tho trade, ilia 
moro rational it is likely to bo. With the 
greater Btrongth that enables the union to 
protect ita intoroatB thoro oomes an added 
aenao of responsibility, with a clearer per- 
ception of tho expediency as well aa justice 
of recognizing tho righta of others. Tho 
tendency ia toward a rational appro- 
oiaticu of tho mutual obligation, 
aa woll oa tho common intoreat 
oxiating betwoon employera and omployod. 
A sproiGc instance will illustr.to this. Tho 
iron trade in E igland h moro highly organ- 
ized aa concerns too workman than almost 
any othor. When recently it was found by 
tho tmployora that tho obatinato dopresaion 
in trado would compel them In some way to 
reduoo thoir oxpenaos, instead of ordering a 
lock-out or inducing a otriko, a conference 
waa held with tho leadeis of tho men, a com- 
mittee wae sent into Germany, Belgium and 
Franco to examine tho .conditions of trado 
and the real noid of a reduction nf wages, 
and a conclusion waa reached aatiafaotory to 
both partiea. Thia principle of common in- 
teroat and mutual roaponBibilit y ia bound to 
strougtben with the passage of time, beoause 
it is absolutely tho only prinolplo by which 
tho greatest good of the greatoat number can 
permanently bo aubaerved. 

There aro very few in theBo days who look 
upon Socialists aa amiable onthuaiasta who 
are trying to make tho world impoaaibly 
good. Thoy are proving themselvea to be 
fanatica who, in ordor to oarry out their 
impraotioable theoriea, aro ready to roBort 
to the most extromo moaaurea, It ia .only 
beoause thoy ore comparatively few in num- 
ber and without the power to do aa thoy 
wish that thoy have nob thrown society into 
oonfusion. SocialiBta are not the friends of 
the workingman. The atato of thlnga that 
they would bring about If they could would 
be ruinous to the intoroats and institutions 
which workingmen of all others should do 
thoir boat to uphold. The bcab of the Brit- 
lah worhingmen see thia and they conae- 
quontly have ahaken off tho incubus of 
Socialism.

A PATRIOTIC BOWL. 

A good deal has been said by our Amori 
cm neighbors about the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty in conneotion with the construction 
of tho Nicaragua Canal. Aa ita purport is 
not generally known it may be aa well to 
atato a few facta in conneotion with it. The 
treaty was negotiated between Great Britain 
and tho United Statoa in 1S50. According 
to its terms tho two nations wero to co op 
erate in the construction of a oanal aoroaa 
tho continent. Both wero to abstain from 
colonizing or iortifying any portion of Con- 
tral Amerioa or exeroising sovereignty thore 
in any manner. Tho anti British portion 
of the American press contend that thia 
treaty has been disregarded by Great Brit 
aln. Tho Cincinnati Enquirer sayB that 



" tho oreation of the so-called British colony 
So Bparaely settled, and with tho wlntora bo of Honduras was an open and flagrant viola 



severe that to thia day, in not a fow sec 
tionB, the schools are closed from Docembor 
to April, and — partly to make up for that 
— thore ia no midBummer vacation. There 
waa no religious difficulty then, ond yet 
religious instruction was given to a loaa or 
greater extent in all schools. We aro some- 
times told that ProteBtanta cannot agroe on 
this subject. That ia a delusion. Thore 
haa novor boon any difficulty in the Pro- 
teatanb achoola of Qutbso. Thero waa none 
5n Manitoba. I might go further. No in- 
oaperoblo difficulty haa been found in tho 
snighty city of London In giving Bible in- 
struction in tho Board achoola to Protestants 
and Roman Catholics alike, thoro being, of 
course, a conacionoo clause, though it is 
aoldom taken advantage of. 

With regard to tho Catholio schools which 
havo boon so scathingly crlticlBod by aomo 
of the upholders of tho present ayatem, 
Principal Grant Bays : 

It is alleged that most of tho Roman 
Catholic schools undor tho old ayatem wore 
badly managod, badly taught, badly inspect- 
ed, ond that no aorioua attompt wob made to 
teach English in them. Even if thoao alle- 
gations wore truo, and that ia a vory largo 
supposition, two or three questions remain 
to be put. Firat, aro not poor aohoola bettor 
than pooror, and aro not tho poorer bottor 
than nono at all 2 Aa a matter of oourso, 
thoy havo boon pooror since 1890, bocauao 
they havo boon atarved ; and now I under- 
jtand that many of them aro now olo8ed 
Altogether for lack of funds. I havo already 
seen tho epootaolo of school houaoB with 
tho wlndcwB boarded up, and a sorry apoc- 
taole It ia, especially whon it is mode in 
tho alleged interoot of a V national " aya- 
tem. Sydnoy Smith dofinod tho Iriah 
churoh as "a ohuroh nob for tho Iriah 
people." If " national " aohoola aro not oo- 
cxtensivo with tho nation, they must come 
undor a portion of tho roproaoh which led to 
the disestablishment of tho Irish ohuroh. 
Secondly, waa thoro any poBalblo way of 
making tho alleged poor achoola bottor, 
save with tho hearty concurrouco of tho 
poople 2 

Now, far from gainlng tho concurrence of 
tho pooplo, tho notivo halfbroods, tho Immi- 
grant French, the immigrant French-Cana- 
dians and all who look to tho Roman 
Catholio clorgy for llghb and loading have 



tlon of it. The treaty of Groat Britain 
with Nicaragua, known as tho treaty of 
Managua provided for a limited government 
by the Mosquito tribo within a certain 
reservation on tho Moiquito Coaat, and 
placed Great Britain in the attitude of 
guarantor of thoso concessions which were 
oxtcrtrd by her from Nicaragua on bohalf 
of the Indiana who wore thus to bo created 
into an Indian colony in low, but in fact a 
British colony. ThiB was also a plain viola 
tion of tho treaty. During tho last year 
Ambassador Bayard who has boon feebly dn- 
prooating tho conquest of Nicaragua by hia 
British friends, haa boon answorod by the 
occupation oi Corinto in Nicaragua, and tho 
robbery of that little republic of $75,000 to 
appease British wrath bocaueo British aub 
jeota wore punished for participating in tho 
Mosquito rebellion. Thia waa alao a viola- 
tion of tho treaty." 

The short and tho long of it is some of 
our friends on tho othor aide of the line aro 
most anxious that tho United Statoa should 
ropullato tho Clayton-Bulwor treaty and 
aro In Bearoh for a pretext to commit thia 
breaoh of faith. Thoy will havo it that 
Groat Britain has time and again violated 
tho treaty and it Ib therefore of no foroo cr 
offset, and can bo ignorod and disregarded 
whonovor ib euitB the United States to troat 
It as a piece of waato paper. Tho seorot of 
thia is that in tho estimation of those patri. 
otic citizens tho canal ia likoly to bo built 
and thoy doBiro that Groot Britain ohall 
havo no claim on ibwhatovor, that sho must 
toko what sho can got and bo thankfu', 
Thoro Is, ib must bo obaorvod, no indication 
that the United States Government looks 
upon Great Britain's notion with regard to 
the Cloyton-Bulwor treaty aa tho United 
Statoa bail-twiatera do, and thoro is no aign 
whatever that Groat Britain has given tho 
subject a alnglo thought. Our uolghbora 
aro giving themselvoB a great doal of unno-

CIVIC SANITARY AUTHORITY. 

The Council Asked to Clearly Specify How It 
Shall Bo ExercUed. 

Tho city council had a spoolal mooting 
laat evening, Mayor Toaguo proeidlng. The 
first businoBS taken up was a lotter from 
tho medical health officer, Dr. Goorgo H. 
Duncan, reporting tho existence of certain 
friction botweon tho sanitary ofiioer and 
himsolf, and asking that their rolations to 
each other bo defined, so as to 
avoid future misunderstandings. This 
lotter waa datod July 4, and the 
Mayor aaid bo had thought that the 
matter could bo arranged without roferonco 
to tho council, bub after sovoral convoca- 
tions with both, gentlemen ho found it boat 
to submit tho mattor to tho board. Tho 
point in brief ia, ib appeared to him, that 
tho Dootor thinks that Mr. Conlin should 
simply obey orders without having any 
opinion himself, while tho sanitary officer 
considers that ho should oxorciso hia own dis- 
cretion as to rogulating nuisances, without 
having to consult tho medical health officer. 
Tho Daotor's request is Bimply thab the pro- 
coduro to bo followed shall bo distinctly un- 
derstood, though ho considers thab if ho is 
to bo responsible ho Bhould have fulloontrol. 

An informal discussion took placo as to tho 
advisability of requiring tho sanitary officer 
to act only on debailod inabruotions from bho 
medical hoalth officer, and during this ib 
was stated that on several oocasiona the two 
officora had taken oonlliotlng views of tho 
proper modes of procedure in oaoes whoro 
municipal intervention was called for, and 
thero was no ono to doolde bobwoon thorn. 
It was finally movod thab bho bwo officers bo 
requested to attond at a mooting of the 
board of hoalth so that both may bo hoard 
and tho matter satisfactorily adjusted.

Interesting Meeting 
drew'B Churcli- 



bast Night in St. 
Speeches Delivered, 



A joint mooting of tho Presbyterian 
churches in tho city was hold in tho St. 
Androw'a PreBbyto'dan church lenturo room 
laat evening, when Rev. Dr. Robertson, 
modorator-eloot of tho general asaombly of 
tho ohuroh and superintendent of home mis- 
sions, and Rov. Mr. Gordon, of Winnipeg, 
were preBonb. Rov. Mr. Clay prosided, and 
after opening sorvloes oallod upon Dr. 
RobarbBon bo address the meeting. 

Tho Doctor gave an account of tho pro- 
groan of homo missions in tho Northwest 
Territory and British Columbia, speaking in 
par icular of the needs of the province. 
Having visited a number of places ho Baid 
he found a groat many porsons gathered 
together without church accommodation or 
any religious aorvioea. Ho briilly described 
bho condition of theno men and their 
readiness to roopond whero provision 
was made for their roligiouB inatruction. 
Ho gave a very intorooting aooouut of what 
had been already accomplished, and ex- 
plained how rapidly the Church had extend- 
ed woat of Liko Suporior. Fourteen yoara 
ago thero wero only 110 ohurohaa and miB- 
sions in tho Woat, whereas thoro are now 
82 churches and miaslona. Tho momber- 
ehip had increased from 1,153 to IS, 000, and 
tho revenue had risen from $15,000 to 
$268,000, but thero is still groat neod of 
funds. 

Rov. Mr. Gordon, of Winnipog, noxb ad- 
dressed tho mooting. He Bpoko of tho work 
in tho Old Country, whero ho found tho dlf- 
forenb oourts of tho church ready to receive 
him and hoar him, bub it was a eery differ- 
ent thing to got tbom to help out tho Canada 
homo misflion work of the church. He 
doBoribod tho method of his work thoro on 
behalf of homo missions by moana of 
a pamphlet, containing comparative maps of 
tho country, diatancoB and tho oxtonb of tho 
homo mission field. Ho had callod upon tho 
various loaders of tho church in Scotland 
and recoivod their cordial support and aym- 
pabhy. After somo coneiderablo difficulty 
ho at lasb had aomo good success in hia 
work and finally managed to gob support 
from tho Old Country for somo forty mis- 
sions, somo for three, bub tho majority for 
five years. Laat year $12,000 from tho old 
land paBsed through his hands for tho mis- 
sions, and ho expected tho same this year. 
Ho did not think poople had grasped the 
importanco of this great work of homo miB- 
Blons in bhiB oountry,

Tho honsowife is nuaanlly agitated 
with donbts na to whether rugs or car- 
pets will best suit her purse and sur- 
roundings. If sho decides in favor of 
rags, there, thou remains tho distracting 
problem of domestic or oriental to bo 
solved. There are iioors so uneven and 
badly laid with boards so stained and 
patched as to surface that rugs are out 
of ths question, but on a polished floor., 
or on one of narrow, even, well matched 
boards tastefully stained and varnished, 
there is no handsomer, more artistic or 
economical floor covering than oriental 
rugs. But oven among oriental weaves 
there are rugs and rugs. There are over 
170 different weaves, comprising differ- 
ent degrees of excellence, both as to 
wearing qualities and beauty. There are 
also tho now and the antique, and those 
persons bitten badly with the rug mania 
will have nono of the new weaves, but 
will pay immense sums for tho old. 

Tho recent reduction in the duty im- 
posed on foreign rugs has resulted in a 
decrease of 25 per cent of their former

price, so that at this date oriental rags 
aro within tho reach of many persons of 
moderate means. It remains only to se- 
lect tho best for a given price. If you 
aro within reach of a reliable dealer, 
you can depend upon his word to sup- 
plement your ignorance, but thoro aro 
often opportunities to purchase at sec- 
ondhand, and for such it is wise to ac- 
quire beforehand a certain amount of 
kuowledgo on tho subject. This is to bo 
obtained lirst and best by tho inspection 
of some large stock, but if this is out of 
tho question send for catalogues and 
read nil that you can find appertaining 
to rugs, with a view to assisting tho 
uninitiated. A writer who has studied 
■up tho subject describes some of the 
moro popular weaves in a letter to 
Modern Priscilla. Sho writes: 

Tho Ushak carpets aro among tho 
most desirable, provided you get one of 
tho best, but unfortunately in that dis- 
trict in Asia Minor several worthless 
grades itro also woven. Bokhara rugs are 
great favorites and generally come in 
small designs and rich shades of reds 
deepening to black. They have a long 
find extremely lustrous pile. Similar to 
these are tho antique Afghan carpets, 
which aro a comparatively recent addi- 
tion to the now world markets, having 
only been brought into uotico siuco tho 
railroad penetrated to Bokhara and 
Khiva. 

Tho Kandahar rugs aro noted for their 
choico colorings and aro made only of 
tho finest picked wool. Tho designs are 
reproductions of tho most ancient car- 
pets. 

Tho Anatolian prayer rugs can be 
compared to nothing so well as to tho 
finest stained glass. They aro veritable

pictures. Mecca rugs, with a small 
shawl design in the center and tho rich- 
est of borders, are very popular and give 
most excellent wear. Kazncs aro simply 
indestructible. They have an immense- 
ly thick rather than long pile and aro 
perhaps less soft in coloring than other 
variet ies. 

Daghostan rugs, woven in a province 
in tho Caucasus, aro among tho most 
desirable of the smaller rugs. They 
como usually about, Ii by 5 },\ and are 
very reasonable in prico. They aro made 
in fast colors and of good wool. 

Brigs aro easily cleaned and handled, 
and for this reason moths do not have 
tho opportunity to get. in their destruc- 
tive work as upon an ordinary carpet. 
But oven in the cleaning there is a right 
and a wrong way. They should bo swopt 
with long, regular strokes tho way of 
tho nap, and they must never, never bo 
shaken violently from one end, as this, 
sooner or later, loosens tho tightest 
warp, and if the rug is an old ouo it 
is only a matter of time for tho weak 
spots to becomo holes. To thoroughly 
cleanso thorn lay them on tho lawn, face 
down, and beat them with many stripes, 
using a long, slender rod. 



Cucumber Catchup. 
A line catchup can bo made of cucum- 
bers. Chop line four good sized onions, 
pool, and take out seeds of !i dozou ripe 
encumbers and put in tho bowl with tho 
onions and chop. Drain oil the water 
and put in preserve jars. Heat a quart 
of vinegar, adding a scant toaspoonful of 
cayenne popper, a tablespoonful of salt 
and ono of ground cloves. VVhon just 
warm, turn over (ho ohopped cucumber 
so tho jars are full. Seal and pat in a 
cool place. 



TRAINED CATS. 

Tho Fonts a Showman In England Htta 
Tan Rlit Them to l>o. 

A showman in England, Clarke by 
name, has succeeded in training a large 
number of cats to' perform remarkable 
tricks. One of theso is to walk over a 
long lino of living rats, mice and ca- 
naries, stepping very carefully between 
tho fluttering little bodies of birds, and 
mico and harming none of them. An- 
other cat climbs by a rope to the roof, 
seizes tho handle of a parachute and de 
Hccuds by it to tho ground from a con- 
siderable height. 

Mr. Clarke repeats what is well 
known— that tho eat is the most difficult 
of animals to train to tho performance 
of tricks* Ho has trained bears, lions, 
leopards, tigers and other wild animals 
and finds them teachable and submissive 
when compared with cats. Tho cat in- 
deed can never bo so far conquered that 
her performances may bo depended on. 
Mr. Clarke's entertainment includes 
only 30 trained cats, but ho has to take 
with him (10, in order that ho may have 
substitutes for those that will not per- 
form. 

He calls tho cat a "hopeless bundle 
of sensibilities. " Strike her once, though 
only by accident, and sho will never 
perform again. Kindness is not only 
politic, but absolutely necessary. Some 
of his cats it took him four years of 
ceaseless effort to train. 

Mr. Clarke's cats aro oxtromely fond 
of him. When ho enters his "cat sta- 
ble, ' ' tho mowing is prodigous, and he 
is instantly buried in a moving mantle 
of cats. 

Tho difficulty in tho cat's training 
does not lio in tho animal's intelligence, 
but in her disposition. Sho is as clever 
in her tricks, if sho likes to do them, as 
a dog, but sho does not wish to subor- 
dinate her will to that of any living 
creature. She does what sho wants to 
do only and will perform, if sho perform 
at all, only to pleaso herself. 

Those that have seen cats engaged in 
boxing matches will not bo surprised to 
learn that Mr. Clarke has succeeded in 
training two cats to box very scien- 
tifically. 

Tho animals that walk over the chains 
of ■ rats, mico and canaries without 
touching them aro only six in number. 
Any of the others would help themselves 
to theso appetizing creatures without 
compunctions. These six wero brought 
up from their earliest infancy in cages 
with rats, mico and birds and live with 
them constantly. — Youth's Companion. 



Held by a Hair. 

In a gathering of officers after tho 
Franco-Prussian war a French officer 
claimed that tho French nation is the 
most artistic nation on tho earth, and 
that her artisans can make a thing of 
beauty out of anything, however ordi- 
nary or crude. 

Tho great Prussian general, Von Mau- 
teufel, who was present, plucked a hair 
from his shaggy beard, remarking, "Let 
thorn make something beautiful out of 
that." 

Tho French officer sent tho hair to a 
friend in Paris, telling him the circum- 
stances and urging that, as tho Prus- 
sians had defeated the French in tho late 
war, they should not bo permitted to 
defeat them in the claim to artistic su- 
premacy. Giving tho hair to a capable 
artisan, with proper instructions, tho 
result was a beautiful scarfpin repre- 
senting a Prussian eagle, artistically 
wrought in gold, standing on a rock, 
and depending from his beak was a sin- 
gle hair, at the ends ot which wero two 
beautiful gold medallions, on ono of 
which was inscribed "Alsace" and on 
tho other "Lorraine. " 

Thus the artistic scarfpin aptly de- 
scribed tho political situation: Prussia, 
as the eagle, with its conquered prov- 
inces dependent, but hold by a hair, for 
tho temper of the people of Alsace and 
Lorraino was bitter toward tho Ger- 
mans, and the tie which held them was 
very slight. 

Tin. Bicycle anil the Corset. 

The Paris correspondent of tho Lon- 
don Truth says that the long vexed ques- 
tion of the coiret is in a way to bo set- 
tled once and for all. Neither doctors 
nor rational dress reformers will earn 
the credit; of the change, thanks being 
due to tho cycle only. Cycle tailors and 
trainers inPa*is aro dead set against the 
corset. 

"There's no answering for your safety, 
madarno," says the trainer, "if yon 
must go on keeping your conventional 
figure. You need every muscle in your 
body and every muscle free. A cointure 
just deep enough to sustain the waist- 
band of your knicks (knickerbockers, 
pronounced "knocks") is all I can al- 
low you.

THE LAW DISREGARDED." 

SVr^riiE Editor: — In a Colonist editorial 
headi'4 " The Law DiBrogarded," appear 
aome ajvere reflections on Aid. Cameron and 
m j self \baaed cn a statement that we have 
diarostiirded sub aeo. (o ) sec. 21 of the mu- 
niclpa 4 aot. Permit me to aay thab Buoh a 
statement could only bo made in Ignorance 
of the fie is of tho case, or from a dosire wil- 
fully to pervert them. Now what are the 
faots ? Subsection (o.) referred to provides : 
*' Tne mayor ahall have power to appoint 
such members of the oounoil as he may doom 
proper to be atanding oommittoos for any 
purpoBea which he eonaidora would be better 
regulated and managed by means of Buoh 
committees, bat the proceedings of suoh 
committees shall bo subjeot to the approval 
of the ouncil ; and no debt shall bo con- 
tracted or money expended by the authority 
of, or at tho dlroctlon of, any such commit- 
tee in excess of fifty dollars at a time, unless 
first sanctioned by the oounoil in manner 
provided by statute or by-law or resolution 
of the council." 

Here we have the duties and powera of 
committees clearly defined. Their function 
is to " regulate and manage " the sewerage 
department and to expend money when 
authorized by the oounoil "in manner pro- 
vided by statuto, by-law or resolution," 

What do the by-laws and resolutions 
aay ? Section 7, EatimateB by-law, 1895, 
provides : 

" All requisitions tor authority from the 
council to iuour a pecuniary liability or to make 
an application for or a payment of money 
or for the issuance of a warrant to authorize 
the payment of a sum of money are first to 
receive an indotsemenb from the auditor, 
that the funds are or will bo on hand, and 
are unappropriated, and available to meet 
the proposod expenditure, ... for tho 
purposo applied for, and are to rocoivo tho 
recommendation of tho Mayor, and are 
to have the approval of at least two 
of tho membara of tho standing committee 
on financs by their endorsement thereon, 
before boing considered by tho council." 

On the26:h April of this yoar a resolu- 
tion waa passed by council "That the city 
assoBBor bo purchasing agent for tho city in 
addition to present work." On tho 8th day 
of March a resolution was paasod by council 
" Thab all departments of tho oivlo aervioo 
be notified that all supplies in future are to 
be obtained through the purchasing agent, 
and that each department bo furnished with 
proper requisition forms." 

On the 12th of July a report recommend- 
ing the construction of sowers on Fort, 
Vatea. Pandora, Johnson, Belleville, Bird- 
cage Walk and Menzies streets, and speci- 
fying separately tho eetimatod cosb of each, 
was presented by the sewerage committee 
and adopted by council. 

Aaecond report, providing "Thab a sum 
of §20,000 bo appropriated from tho aower- 
ago loan fund of ISO 1 for tho construction of 
aovvora on Fort, Yates, etc, and that tho 
aaid work bo dono by day labor in ohargo of 
foremon employed by tho city and acting 
under inatructions of the city ongineor 
aubjoot to approval of ooun- 
oil," waa also patsod at tho samo meeting. 

Thus it is established that the committee 
are to manago the aoworogo department. 
Money is to be provided thorn by vote of 
tho council on rooommondation of finanoo 
committoo, endorsed by tho auditor. They 
are bo obtain tholr supplies through the 
purchasing agent. Tho counoilhaB adoptod 
a report specifying whoro, by what method 
and under whose dirootlon this work is to be 
done, and what lb is to cosb. 

On b Ho 15th of July an appropriation of 
.$1,884 75 was voted by council in favor of 
the city engineer to purchase material and 
pay labor in carrying out this work. 
On July 16 the engineer gave the 
pottery company an order for plpo, $862 40, 
on whloh 10 inoh pipe was charged 54o per 
foot. On tho 22nd §2,216 88 was voted by 
council for the samo purposo; on the 29th 
§1,500 more and on tho 5th of Augusta 
further appropriation of §5,000. 

Now all those appropriations woro recom- 
mended and signed by I ho linanco committee 
and by Aid. MoLellan as a member of 
thatoommittoo, endoraod by tho auditor and 
adopted by the council aa provided by law. 
On tho liOth July whon a aooond order was 
given tho pottory oompany for §2,200 worth 
oi pipo the money had beon already voted by 
tho council to moob tho expenditure. On 
the 26 bh of Auguat, whon Mr, Kellar was 
glvon an ordor for pipe, S1.099, bhoro was in 
the handa of tho troaauror §2.978 voted by 
the council for tho purohase of matorial and 
payment of wagoe and wo had reduced tho 
coat of 10 Inch pipe to tho city 25 oonts per 
foot — aomothinR in theso hard timoa the 
taxpayers should appreciate — by calling for 
competitive prioos for sower pipo. As there 
is only one firm making pipo hero if wo are 
to havo competitive prioos lb musb bo against 
Importors. Are tho Terra Uotta Co. to bo 
the sole judges of what we should pay' 

All the purohasos made with theso 
monoys wero made thrntiph the purchasing 
agent as provided by resolution of counoll 
.and on the recommendation of the City 



Engineer. Would you, Mr. Editor, have 
ub send them all over tho route again every 
time aome member of the oounoil, in a des- 
perate effort to save his failing reputation, 
reads a eootion of tho municipal aot ? 

Leb ua aee how Aid. Bragg Interprets sub- 
aeo. o in hla own department. On the 8rh 
of May tho purchasing agent bought for the 
oleotrlc light committoo fivo dozen clear 
»ro globes, S75 On the 20'h May 80 mast 
a-ms, §190. On June 29:h 200 toaa of coal, 
§550 ; and the water worka committee, of 
w.iioh he is a momber, purohasod all the 
matorial for a house at Elk lake in exactly 
tho aame mannor, and with the aame 
authority as the sewerage department had 
t ) buy plpo. 

Aid. MoLellan, who expressed so much 
astonishment at tho council board that we 
ahould do business in thla way, la a momber 
of tho Btreets oommittoo which purchased 
for planking Rnck Hay bridge and other 
work on April SGsh and Muy 1st, lumber, 
§594 ; nails, §196 ; total, §790, none of whloh 
wore voted on in council aftor appropria- 
tions wero made for them. All these pur- 
ohaaoa and many more, of which the records 
can bo aeen In tho purchasing agent's office, 
woro made in exactly tho same manuor and 
with tho same warrant aa in the aeworugo 
department for pipea. 

I find no fault with those purchases for I 
am satisfied thoy wero conscientiously made 
in tho interestB of tho city, and thab tho 
system ia a good ono by which any wrong 
doing can be easily traced and looated. If 
we had bought all pipo from tho terra cotta 
oompany at boom prioos all woro well. All 
depends on whoso ox waB gored. What 
constitutes observance of law for Aldormen 
Bragg and MoLellan ia a broach of law 
for Aldermen Cameron, Partridge and Mao- 
mlllan. Common sonso should teaoh the 
able and Intelligent editor of tho Colonist 
whon he fsols inclined to make eovere ro- 
flectlona on publio servantB that he should 
baao them on aomothing of more valuo than 
tho legal opIuionB of Aid. Bragg.

The Anut and Sister of the Murdered 
Girl on the Witness 
Stand. 

San Francisco, Sspt. 11,— The, trial of 
Thsodore Durrani is beooming more inter- 
eating. The district attorney haa proved 
tho death of Blanohe Lamont and has estab- 
lished thab tho body found in tho belfry of 
Emanuel church waB hers and that the 
olothing hidden in tho rafters of the edifice 
was worn by tho girl on the day she disap. 
poared, Tho prosecution ia putting In evidenoo 
connecting tho prisoner— with the crime. 
The witnotiBcs of tho pooplo will be called in 
chronological order, tho intention being to 
form a chain, the links of which will bo 
testimony showing the movement of the 
murdered girl and tho dofondant on the fate- 
ful third of April. 

The District Attoruoy tried to ascertain 
the weight of Blanohe Lamont at the time 
of hor death, tho objoot being to show that 
she waB not too heavy to hn aarriad by one 
.man up into tho church bolfry. All ques- 
tions looking for this information were ob- 
jected to by tho defonoo as hoarsay and 
overiulod. Finally, howover, when Maud 
Lamont, Bister of tho murdorod girl, waB on 
the Btaud tho faab was elicited that last 
Septembor Blanoho was weighed and hor 
weight found to bo 115 poundB. This wos 
a poinb for the prosecution. 

The first witness to-day waB Mrs. Noble, 
aunt of Blanche Lamont, On cross-examina- 
tion she doniod that aho had Baid to Dur- 
rani when her nieoo first came here from 
Montana, " Now, Thoodore, I wish you 
would make it as ploaaant and agreeable 
as yon oan for theso girla of mine." 
Witness said tho only occasion when Dur- 
rant had taken Blanoho out was in the after- 
noon. Thon they had been to tho park and 
had remained away bo long thab Durrant 
voluntarily apologized, although the witneBB 
had not become anxious at thoir absence. 

"After Blanohe disappeared," tho wit- 
ness oontinued, " Durrant came to my house 
with Dr. Vogel to aonsulb about her absence, 
Ho turned to me and Baid " Blanche was 
such a good girl, Bho bolleved everybody 
else was as good as she herself, and in that 
way she might havo boon carried off." 

Maud Lamont told about Durrant's at- 
tentions to her and hor slBter, corrobor- 
ating her aunt's testimony on that point. 
Maud positively identified tho ring with the 
chip diamond aa here. Sho said aho had ex- 
changed with Blancbo, each wearing the 
other's ring. This was one of the rings re- 
turned to Mra. Noble wrapped up in a news- 
paper.on the odge of whlon were printed the 
names of George Ring, the churoh organist, 
Schernetoin, an elderly muoio 



and Prof, 
teocher, 

This Bamo ring was positively identified 
ab the preliminary examination by a second- 
hand dealer named Oppenheimer as one 
offored to him for Bale by Durrant after 
Blanche disappeared. Tho witness identi- 
fied the clothing found in the belfry as worn 
by her sister on tho morning of her dis- 
appearance. 



RAINS IN KANSAS. 

Never Have There Been Such Downfalls aB In 
the Fast Few Days. 

Topeka, Kansas, Sept. 11.— A special 
from Burlington Bays that tho storm that 
did so much damage in Gridley extended 
from tho north to bhe south end of Coffey 
county, destroying houses, barns and gra- 
narleB and greatly damaging orchards and 
orops. A boy in Key West township, near 
Grldloy, was killed, G. 0. Rodman, his 
wife and three ohildren wero aorloualy in- 
jured. Mra. Jamea and daughter were 
badly hurt at Sbrawn. Many others were 
alightly injured. A spBoialfrom.Yatoa Centre 
says thab during the terrible storm whioh 
prevailed in thab section on Sunday night 
MIbb Riley, living noar Piqua, wus killed 
by lightning. A house was struck ab Yates 
Centre and live persons badly injured. Ab 
Verona, in the same county, three poraons 
wero atunned by a bolt of lightning. The 
report is that the storm wna the severest 
that has viaited Woodaon county in twenty 
years. Another special from Independence 
aaya that Elk city, 15 miles west of that 
place, is entirely undor water, and tho in- 
habitants havo beon forced to floo for their 
lives, Many houseB have boon washed away 
and hundreds of persons rendered homeless 
Pittsburg, Kan., Sept. 11. — Nover havo 
suoh rains boon known horo as havo fallen 
for tho past threo days. Tho wholo country 
is flooded, and the tracks of all tho rail- 
roads leading into tho olty are washed 
away and trains delayed. 

Webb City, Mo., Sept. 11.- On Tueaday 
rain pourod down for hours, until many 
pooplo took rtfugo on second ll.iors Tho 
streets woro sheets of water. Bisoments 
woro fillod and general confusion prevailed. 
A careful estimate Bhows the damage to be 
from §70,000 to $100,000. To day tho 
wator ia slowly subsiding. 

Kansah City, Sopb. 11. — At Fredonia, 
Kan., the Btorm on Monday was bho heavi- 
est over known. The town of Neosho Rip- 
IdB, near Emporia, Buffered severely, is did 
Emporia. Two business houseB at Foosho 
Rapide were destroyed, and a number of 
dwellings carried away. The Neosho river 
is higher than ib haa been for yeara. At 
Fort Scott tho lower part of the oity is sub- 
merged with water from the Marmatron 
river and Mill creek, which are out of their 
banltB, and tho wator is rising with alarming 
rapidity. A train on tho Kansas City, Pitta- 
burg & Gulf railroad ran into a washout five 
miloa south of Neosho, Mo,, and Engineer 
John Fore and Fireman William Fitzgerald 
woro killed. Thousands of rabbits and small 
gamo are congregated on portions of the 
Missouri, Kansas & TexaB tracks abovo high 
wator mark. Many are run over by the 
cars while otherB take to the water. Tho 
railroad traok ia under water at places never 
before known to be. At Hartford Mrs. 
Eliziboth Henry waB badly irijured by a 
house aho waa in blowing down. 

Ottawa, Kan., Sept. 11.— Gridley, ~ a 
town of 400 people on tho Santa Fo road, 
50 milea aouthwesb of here, eutlered tho 
total destruction of many of its best build- 
ings by lasb night's storm, while hardly a 
struoture in the place escaped injury. At 3 
o'olook Monday a storm of wind and rain 
bursb on bho town from tho norbhweBb. The 
wind waB what waa known as a atraight 
blow, and its mischief was mainly confined 
to the unroofing of buildings. A downpour 
of rain immediately followed, and amounted 
to a deluge, twelve inches of water falling 
in an incredibly Bhort time. Tho rain com- 



pleted the destruction that had nob been ac- 
complished by the wind, and in a few min- 
utes every atook of goods had baen soaked, 
and tho household possessions of most of the 
inhabitants were in the same condition. 
Strange to aay, with all tho falling roc.fa and 
walls and flying debris thab broke windows 
far and near, not a person of the town re- 
ported more than tho morosb personal in' 
jury. A great deal of damage is feared in 
the contiguous country. Ono farm house, 
half a mile from town, was completely de- 
stroyed, and ono inmate, supposed to be 
Mni, Clara Hasaio, was fatally hurt. 



FIKE AT SEATTLE. 

The Finest Residence In Town Destroyed— Nar- 
row EHcape. 

Seattle, Sept. 11.— The finest residence 
in Seattle wob totally destroyed by fire at 4 
o'olock thiB morning, Ib wbb bhe home of 
Horace C. Henry, the wealthy Great North- 
orn railroad contractor, at the corner ot 
Hallam and McGeo atreets, overlooking 
Lake Union. The firo broke out on the tirBb 
floor, probably from tho wires in tho house, 
and spread rapidly to the dumb waiter 
chuto, which was a volumo of Bmoko and 
flame. Mr. Henry, hie wlfo and four chil- 
dren wore in the houBe, besides a servant 
girl in tho attlo and two men in the base- 
ment. All were asleop. Mr. Henry waa 
awakened by tho nolso ot a burglar alarm ab 
the head of hia bod. Hd rouaed tho wholo 
family and all esoapod from tho build- 
ing, though Mrs. Henry had difficulty 
in rescuing the servant girl, half 
arffocatod. A Bmall porlion of the 
furniture was savoil, bub tho great mass of 
costly things gathered by Mr, Henry from 
all partB of tho world wi>f burned wltih the 
houae. Tho Iosb on tho house ia $00,000 ; 
insurance $30,000 The loss on the contents 
cannob bo esttmatod. Many of the articles 
woro beyond value, and cannot be replaced. 
There was only $8,000 inBuranoo on the 
houBohiMd goods.
